In the ſtate of New-York, the legiſlature conſiſts of a 
ſenate and an aſſembly, or houſe of repreſentatives. "The 
number of ſenators is equal to one third of the aſſembly, 
the whole number of which is at preſent yo, and may ne- 
ver exceed 300.

Agreeably to which, the governor and ſenate are choſen 
by electors; the houſe. of repreſentatives and electors, 
by the people. The former are choſen once in four years, 
and the houſe of repreſentatives annually. The number. 
of repreſentatives cannot exceed Too, nor be leſs than 4o ; 
and the ſenate, at firſt conſiſting of eleven, is to increaſe 
with the houſe of repreſentatives, in the ratio of one to 
four. The annual convention of the legiſlature is on the 
firſt Monday in November. The conſtitutional qualifi- 
cations of canditates for offices, or of voters, appear to be 
ſuch only as are neceſſary to mature the mental faculties, 

and to ſecure an attachment to the ſtate, Of candidates 
for the office of governor, it is required that they have 
attained to the age of thirty; to that of ſenator, twenty - 
ſeven ; of repreſentative, twenty-four ; and that they have 
been, in either caſe, inhabitants of the ſtate two years. 
Of voters, it is required that they be twenty-ene years 
old, and have been inhabitants of the ſtate two years, or of 
the county in which they vote, one year. 

The judiciary power is veſted in a court of appeals, 
and ſuch ſubordinate courts as the legiſlature may eſtabliſh.
